24e, 24f, 24g, 24h, 24i, 24 j, 24k and 241 having the same 
configuration as the piezoelectric elements 22a through 221 
integrally stacked on the bottom surfaces of the six 
piezoelectric elements 23a through 23f . One end of the 
element is a fixed end, and the other is a free end. —
